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Guzoo loses 
its licence 


O Embattled rural zoo given week to shut doors to public O Animals 
to be removed and dispersed by two government departments 


After 21 years in operation, Three 
Hills’ Guzoo has lost its zoo hcence 
following a third-party review ini¬ 
tiated by the Alberta government. 

The zoo, 127 kilometres from 
Calgary — and target of a viral 
social-media campaign demand¬ 
ing its closure — has a week to 
“decommission” and give up its 
exotic animals. 

This follows a Canadian Asso¬ 
ciation of Zoos and Aquariums 
probe of the facility for 108 items 
under Alberta Zoo Standards, 
which cited “deficiencies in all cat¬ 
egories.” 

“We have not taken this step 
lightly,” said Mel Knight, Alberta’s 
minister of Sustainable Resource 
Development. “Our No. 1 concern 
is the safety of the general public, 
and after that the well-being of 
the animals.” 

Knight said he was aware of 
previous allegations of animal 
mistreatment and zoo-standards 


violations at Guzoo, but he was 
not immediately responsible 
before now. 

“I take the appropriate actions 
when 1 am responsible.... 1 gave a 
60-day extension and initiated a 
third-party review. This is the 
responsible outcome.” 

L5mn Gustafson, Guzoo’s own¬ 
er, yesterday called it a move by 
“communist Alberta.” 

“I am disappointed in our gov¬ 
ernment,” said Gustafson. “This 
is the wonder of their whole 
setup: 1 have to get rid of every 
animal, but then I can start over 
again.” 

Gustafson would not say what 
his plans are but told Metro on 
Monday that he would not close. 

Knight said if the owner keeps 
his business running, it won’t be 
as a zoo. 

“The owner can not operate a 
zoo, period, without a permit.”

Guzoo history 


► Dr. Debi Zimmermann, who 
called Guzoo conditions in March 
“disgusting” after a visit there on 
behalf of Zoocheck, said the gov¬ 
ernment decision was good over¬ 
all, but she is concerned about 
which animals may be excluded 
from the decommission. 

► The SRD ministry will work with 
the SPCA and zoo operators to 
decide the fate and destination of 
Guzoo animals, which include 
bears, tigers, lions, emus and a 
macaque, among others. 

► Liberal MLA and SRD critic Laurie 
Blakeman said she has asked for 
Guzoo's closure since 2003 and is 
calling for the government to 
ensure all zoos adhere to zoo 
standards.

HMCS Charlottetown has 
spent the spring clearing 
anti-ship mines and taking 
fire off the coast of Libya. 

The ship sailed from Hal¬ 
ifax on March 2 as Canada’s 
contribution to the NATO 
mission. Operations have 
focused on the town of Mis- 
rata, recently surrounded 
by enemy forces. 

In April, a pro-Gadhafi 
force attacked the harbour 
with small boats and laid 
anti-ship mines. The Char¬ 
lottetown was called in to 
help on May 5. “Our job 
was to protect the mine- 
clearance vessels from at¬ 
tacks from the shore,” said 
Cmdr. Craig Skjerpen in an 
interview yesterday 


On May 12, the ship was 
fired upon at night. The 
Charlottetown and other 
NATO vessels were chasing 
several small attack boats 
away when large-calibre 


machine-gun ammunition 
was fired at them. The 
Charlottetown returned 
fire “veiy professionally 
and quickly” Skjerpen said. 
“Since then, the crew’s

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Consumer debt rising: Study 

O Canada’s top central banker warned consumers to rein in borrowing 
O Consumer spending, meanwhile, slowed down in first quarter of 2011 


Canadians’ average non- 
mortgage debt grew 4.5 
per cent to $25,597 in the 
first quarter compared to 
a year earlier, signalling 
that consumers aren’t nec¬ 
essarily clamping down 
on borrowing even as they 
rein in spending. 

Total debt per con¬ 
sumer, including credit 
cards, car loans and lines 
of credit but excluding 
mortgages, was up from 
$24,497 in the same quar¬ 
ter of 2010, according to a 
quarterly analysis by Tran- 
sUnion. 

Total consumer debt 
rose in all provinces but 


increased the most in Que¬ 
bec and Newfoundland 
and Labrador, with debt 
rising by 7.8 per cent in 
both provinces, while 
British Columbians had 
the highest average con¬ 
sumer debt at $36,649. 

“Our first quarter data 
shows a continued in¬ 
crease in the total debt 
per consumer, although 
the trend still remains 
modest compared to the 
double-digit, pre-recession 
levels,” said Thomas Hig¬ 
gins, TransUnion’s vice 
president of analytics and 
decisioning.

Toyota Prius’ faulty steering leads to recall

Toyota Canada says it’s re¬ 
calling about 940 first-gen¬ 
eration Prius hybrid cars 
across the country for faulty 
steering caused by a nut 
that may come loose. 

The automaker says the 
recall affects Prius models 
made from 2001 through 
2003. The move is part of a 
global recall of 106,000 
Prius hybrids. 

The single minor acci¬ 
dent suspected of being re¬ 
lated to the problem was 
reported in the United 
States, according to Toyota 
Motor Corp. 

The latest recall from 
Toyota, which has taken a 
hit to its reputation from 


massive recalls worldwide, 
affects 48,000 Prius vehicles 
in Japan, starting with the 
first Prius models that went 
on sale in 1997, and those 
manufactured through 
2003. 

It also affects 58,000 ve¬ 
hicles sold abroad, includ¬ 
ing 52,000 Prius cars sold 
from 2001 through 2003 in 
the U.S., some 1,200 in 
Great Britain, and 800 in 
Germany, company 

spokesman Paul Nolasco 
said. 

Toyota says loose nuts in 
the electric-power steering 
can cause the vehicle, if op¬ 
erated over a long time, to 
steer with too much force. 


The problem can be 
fixed by putting in better 
nuts and will take about 
four hours, it said. 

Twenty-one complaints 


were received that may be 
caused by the problem, but 
there were no accidents, 
the automaker said.

OTTAWA. Canadian 
governments head off in 
all directions when it 
comes to tackling 
climate change, a new 
tally of provincial and 
federal environment 
policies shows. 

The end result is a dis¬ 
organized, inefficient 
approach to greenhouse- 
gas reduction that won’t 
allow Canada to meet its 
goals, say researchers at 
the Conference Board of 
Canada. 

Len Goad, director of 
energy and environment 
at the Conference Board, 
said his team went 
through each federal 
and provincial jurisdic¬ 
tion and tried to add up 
all the policies to meas¬ 
ure how close Canada 
will come to meeting its 
emission-reduction tar¬ 
gets. 

Goad said that while 
most governments have 
climate-action plans that 
focus on the biggest 
emitters in their 
purview, they don’t 
include concrete goals 
or detailed analysis that 
will drive results. 

Plus, he says govern¬ 
ments don’t talk to each 
other — or to the public 
for that matter — ham¬ 
pering their ability to 
work together to reduce 
emissions.

Over the 
years I’ve had to get cre¬ 
ative to figure out how to 
get past security unnoticed, 
but I have also gotten to see 
tons of shows and made out 
with a ton of roadies. 


What does it feel like to be 
going back to cities you’ve 
been to already on this tour, 
but at much bigger venues? 

Every show I play, whether 
it’s to two people or 2,000 
people, I go balls out. 

But it’s fun to get to go 
back because I see that our 
cult is growing. 

Is there anything different 
you’re doing for the bigger 
venues?

O With This Is Country Music, Brad Paisley aims to define the sound he loves

Brad Paisley began the 
journey to country music 
stardom by spending 
hours in a room with a 
guitar endlessly trying to 
figure out how to make 
the sounds on his 
favourite songs. 

Thirty years later he 
was still doing just that 
when Alabama’s Randy 
Owen showed up at the 
studio last year with his 
battered old Music Man 
guitar. 

Paisley was using his 
telecaster to try and mim¬ 
ic that eerie, funky guitar 
sound Owen made on clas¬ 
sics like Mountain Music 
that’s almost as distinct as 
the band’s rowdy har¬ 
monies. 

“Are you trying to play 
Mountain Music there?” 
Owen asked Paisley. 

Paisley, of course, de¬ 
nied it. 

“Well, that ain’t Moun¬ 
tain Music. This is,” Owen 
said. 

“So he started playing 
and we hit record,” Paisley 
said with a smile. 

Those were the opening 
notes of Old Alabama, 
Paisley’s second No. 1 
from his new album, This 
Is Country Music. It was a 
moment that encapsulat¬ 
ed Paisley’s bold concept 
for the album and his real 
appreciation for the 
genre’s history and art. 

When Owen handed 
the Music Man to Paisley 
for inspection that day, it 
was a little like the young 
gun trying the legend’s 
six-shooter on for size —

for a few minutes at least. 
And Paisley really appreci¬ 
ated the moment. 

“It was really interest¬ 
ing to see the smile on 
Brad’s face,” Owen said. 
“He was like, ‘That’s the 
guitar.’” 

That guitar is a piece of 
country music history, 
something Paisley seeks to 
put his own stamp on with 
his follow-up to American 
Saturday Night. He came 
up with the idea for the 
Country Music concept at 
the start of the album 
while he loaded up the ti¬ 
tle song with verse after 
verse — from cancer to 
Talladega — until it be¬ 
came overlong and un¬ 
wieldy. Yet he felt like he 
could keep going forever. 

“I just realized there’s 
nothing off-limits as far as 
topics go in country mu¬ 
sic,” Paisley said. “Noth¬ 
ing’s too small in your life 
to write about. From a 
toothbrush to spiritual 
questions to difficulty, 
drinking, cheating — 
those are bigger things — 
sunbathing, you know 
what I mean? Nothing’s 
off-limits. We say that very 
clearly in our music.”

ble for each square foot 
planted. 

Variety selection is im¬ 
portant for scmmptious 
sweet com. If space is at a 
premium, grow varieties — 
Golden Midget, Earlivee 
and Quickie, for example 
— that ripen quickly and 
have shorter stalks. 

But also choose varieties 
for flavour. Yellow corns 
generally have “cornier” 
flavour, white corns a purer 
sweetness. Varieties such as 
Honey and Cream and Bo¬ 
dacious pack both yellow 
and white kernels into each 
of their ears. A favourite? 
Golden Bantam. 

Space considerations 

No need for garden space to 
be devoted only to com. Be¬ 
fore the com goes in, while 
temperatures are still cool, 
you could plant radishes, 
leaf lettuce, spinach, amgu- 
la and other quick matur¬ 
ing vegetables that enjoy 
cool weather. 

At the other end of the 
season, after com harvest, 
you could plant bush beans, 
late cabbage or broccoli. 

Getting com in and out 
of the ground frees space 
for other vegetables. Com 
varieties that mature quick¬ 
ly are one way to do this, 
but avoid growing only ear¬ 
ly maturing varieties be¬ 
cause their flavour 
generally is not as good as 
that of longer ripening vari¬ 
eties. 

Easy growing 

Com is a hungiy plant that 
needs rich, moist soil and at 
least six hours per day of 
sunlight.

Close planting without 
attention to soil and water 
results in nubbins rather 
than plump, well-filled 
ears. 

So add plenty of compost 
to the soil along with a high 
nitrogen fertilizer, such as 
0.9 kilograms of soybean 
meal per 9.3 square metres. 

For close planting, grow 
com in double rows of 
“hills,” a hill being a cluster 
of three or four plants. Hills 
ensure good pollination. 
Space each row of that dou¬ 
ble row 60 centimetres 
apart, with 60 centimetres 
between hills. 

You won’t be able to 
walk between the double 
row, but you can harvest 
from each side. 

Take a bite 

Two to three months after 
planting comes your re¬ 
ward. Timely harvest is all- 
important. Start your 
countdown when silks first 
show at the tips of the ears; 
expect to eat those ears 
about three weeks later.

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Blue mussels 
go green

Increasingly, Canadians 
are examining what they 
eat, where it comes from 
and how the environment 
is affected by the foods 
they choose. 

When it comes to 
seafood, farmed blue mus¬ 
sels are one of the greenest 
choices. 

Monterey Bay Aquari¬ 
um’s seafood watch pro¬ 
gram lists farmed mussels 
as a “super green” seafood 
product. 

Seafood Watch bases its 
selections on a variety of 
factors, including the fish¬ 
ery, habitat, species, man¬ 
agement and other factors 
that affect each species, as 
well as their Omega 3 con¬ 
tent. 

“Nearly 75 percent of 
the world’s fisheries are 
fished to capacity, or over¬ 
fished, but our seafood 
choices have the power to 
improve that situation,” 
says Linda Duncan, execu¬ 
tive director of the Mussel 
Industry Council of North 
America. 

“Each year we see more 
interest in sustainable blue 
mussels, grown naturally 
in their own environ¬ 
ment,” explains Duncan. 


“They’re harvested by 
hand in Atlantic Canada 
and shipped to your (city).” 

Mussels grow in abun¬ 
dance. Each female releas¬ 
es as many as 20 million 
eggs, which float in the 
ocean waves, get fertilized 
and then latch onto mus¬ 
sel farmers’ collector 
ropes, where they contin¬ 
ue to grow to maturity as 
they would naturally. 

Spicy Marinated

Preparation: 

1 stir fresh blue mussels 
in colander while 
rinsing in tap water. Set 
aside for a few minutes. 
Tap any that are open 
and discard those that 
don't close in response 
to the tap. 

2 Place all ingredients (not 
the marinade 
ingredients) in sauce 
pan with a lid and steam 
for 5 to 7 minutes until 
fresh blue mussels are 
steamed open. 

3 Remove mussels, 

discarding any that do 


not open.

Com¬ 
bine marinade ingredi¬ 
ents in air-tight 
container and shake to 
blend. Pour over fresh 
blue mussels. Refriger¬ 
ate until ready to use.

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The Toronto Raptors are 
making a head coaching 
change after finishing with 
the third-worst record in 
the NBA this past season. 

The team will not pick 
up the option on Jay Tri¬ 
ano’s contract for next sea¬ 
son. Instead, he will be 
retained as a special assis¬ 
tant to president and gener¬ 
al manager Bryan 
Colangelo. 

The search for a new 
head coach will commence 
immediately. 

“I have great respect for 
Jay Triano both as a person 
and as a basketball mind,” 
Colangelo said in a release 
yesterday. “J^y deserves 
tremendous credit for de¬ 
veloping our young players 
this past season and our 
most recent win-loss record 
does not appropriately re¬ 
flect his many positive con¬ 
tributions to this 
organization.” 

Triano served as an assis¬ 
tant to three coaches before 
being named interim head 
coach in December 2008 
following the dismissal of 
Sam Mitchell. The interim 
tag was later removed and 
Triano signed a three-year 
deal in May 2009. 

He guided the Raptors to 
a 22-60 mark this past sea¬ 
son and finished with an 
87-142 record as head 
coach. 

“This was a difficult deci¬ 
sion to make,” Colangelo 
said. “But after almost 
three full seasons of obser¬ 
vation and evaluation I be-

Campbell, who had held 
the job since 1998. 

Shanahan, who won 
three Stanley Cups with 
the Detroit Red Wings, 
said his taking over the 
job won’t necessarily re¬ 
sult in longer suspensions. 

“I can’t promise you 
how I will view each indi¬ 
vidual situation,” Shana¬ 
han said. “I do love the 
physical aspect of hockey 
and it is a veiy difficult 
and fine balance to keep 
that in the game to allow 
players to play on their 
toes, but at the same time 
know what they can and 
cannot do. 

“I will promise you 
when I do make those de¬ 
cisions, I will tiy and 
make my thought process, 
and everything that went 
into that thought process, 
very clear and very visible 
to the entire hockey 
world.”

Brian Cardinal took one 
look at Dirk Nowitzki’s in¬ 
jured finger, turned to the 
Dallas Mavericks’ trainer 
and recommended his 
treatment plan. 

“Cut it at the knuckle,” 
the Mavericks backup 
joked, making a scissors 
motion with his right hand. 
“Like Ronnie Lott.” 

Nowitzki’s injury was 
more source of fan than 
concern yesterday, starting 
from the moment he woke 
up. He expected the tom 
tendon at the tip of his left 
middle finger to be sore 
and throbbing and it 
wasn’t. 

Nowitzki figures it will 
be mostly a nuisance for 
the next month or two. He 
and his shooting coach 
worked to see how he can 
compensate, starting with 
Game 2 of the NBA final 
against the Miami Heat 
tonight. 

Nowitzki was hurt 
trying to strip the ball from 
Chris Bosh in the fourth 
quarter of Tuesday’s 92-84 
Game 1 loss. The injury 
generally takes six to eight 
weeks to heal. Because the 
problem is on Nowitzki’s 
non-shooting hand, most of 
what he does offensively 
will not be affected. 

“I think once the game 
starts, the adrenalin starts 
flowing, I don’t think it will 
really slow me down 
much,” Nowitzki said. “I’m 
not really worried about it.” 

Maybe he should be. 

Because Miami knows 
where he’s hurting, and 
everyone knows how much 
Nowitzki means to Dallas, 
it only makes sense that 
guys are going to swipe at 
his hands more than ever. 

“Somebody’s going to 
swat down on it, whether 
they want to or not,” Bosh 
said.
